THE FINANCIAL QUESTION.
Repnbllran Confreeamen Meet la At

laatls CUv, N. J., to Draft Lefts!).
tloa on This Subject. ,.
Atlantic City, N. J., April 17. The

committee on monetary legislation ap-
pointed at a caucus of the republican
members of the national house of rep-
resentatives shortly before the adjourn-
ment of congress will begin its sessions
in this city David B. Hender-
son, of Iowa, is chairman and the other
members of the committee are John
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania; Sereno E.
Payne, of New York; Jese Overstreet,
of Indiana; W. C. Lovering, of Massa-

chusetts; Charles Curtis, of Kansas;
Page Morris, of Minnesota; Kugene F.
Loud, of California; R. B. Hawlcy, of
Texas, J. V. Babcock, of Wisconsin,
and Mr. Kerr, of Ohio. The committee
is considered to embody the sound
financial thought of the republican side
of the house.

Haddon hall, one of the largest
hotels on the beach front, is the head-

quarters of the committee, and the
meetings wil be held in one of the par-
lors. The gatherings will be private
and will probably be iregular, as the
work assigned to the members par-

takes more of the nature of a confer-
ence, and as the eomlmttee is not a
public one, it will only give out such
news for publication as best suits its
purpose. It is expected that the ses-

sions will last two weeks and they may
extend much longer. The committee
may decide to perfect a bill to meet the
situation, or It may outline a measure
and then adjourn to meet ogain later
in the year. It wiH consider nil the
important bills on the currency ques-

tion before the last congress.
Mr. Overstreet has prepared a com-

parison of the priaeipal features of all
these bills, which will be of much value
to the committee. There has also been
secured from the treasury department
a great mass of valuable financial data.
In addition the committee will have at
its command a complete codification
of the existing currency laws.

It Is expected that many distin-
guished financiers will be given the
opportunity to appear before the com-

mittee and present their views on the
subject of the expansion of the cur-
rency, the establishment of the gold
standard and other matters to be con-

sidered. H. II. Hanna and other repre-
sentatives of tho executive committee
of the Indianapolis monetary conven-

tion will be here during the sessions to
urge the bill of the monetary commis-
sion.

Mr. Hnnna was directed at a recent
meeting of the Indianapolis executive
committee to urge the adoption
of the entire programme of
the monetary commission, but if this
does not appear possible, to accept
modifications not inconsistent with the
principles of Hie bill. These principles
relate to the enactment of the gold
standard into law, the protection of
the treasury against gold raids by
means of n more definite and greater
provision for greenbacks and the adoji-tlo- n

of an adequate and flexible cur-
rency for the future needs of the re-

public.

A GREAT BLAZE.

Fire at Cleveland Causes f600,000 Loss
A Number of Persons Injured.

Cleveland, April 17. Fire which
broke out in Comey & Johnson's hat
factory on Academy street Saturday
afternoon completely destroyed that
structure. There were between 400
and 500 employes In the building, a
large majority of whom were girls.
They were all rescued by firemen, hut
there were many thrilling escapes. The
flames spread to the wholesale milli-
nery house of Hart & Co. on Bank
street, ruining the building and stock,
as well as H. Black Co.'s cloak fac-
tory. A portion of Reed Bros milli-
nery stock was damaged, also A. W. &

J. Sampliner's stock of cloaks in the
building south of Hart's store. The
total loss Is about $000,000; well in-

sured. Twelve persons were more or
less seriously burned, eight of whom
were firemen.

completed. The capital stock of the
new concern Is $.10,000,000 and Its nam
will be the American Shipbuilding Co
The new compnny includes the Chlcag
Shipbuilding Co.. the (Hobo iron works
the Cleveland Shipbuilding Co., the
Milwaukee Dry Dock Co., the Detroit
Pry Dock Co. and th American Stee
Barge Co. The owners of the plants
selling out agree to take 50 per cent,
of the amount to be paid for them in
stock. i

Great Cains In Exports.
Washington, April 17. The bureau

of statistics in an article furnished the
press says that the exportation of
manufactures In the fiscal year M99 it
likely to show an increase of more than
$.10,000,000 over that of last year and
that Iron and steel alone will supply
more than half that increase. In the
eight months of the fiscal year, for
which the treasury figures are now
available, the exports of Iron and steel
are nearly $1(1.000,000 greater than In
the corresponding months of the previ-ou- s

fiscal year, showing a gain ol 36
per cent, over these of last year.

Cuts the Revenues In Two.
Santiago, Cuba, April 17. Gen.

Brooke's order abolishing import duties
for municipal benefit and licenses will
decrease the municipal revenues 50 per
cent. Its effect will be the closing of
the public, schools and the stopping of
all publio Improvements. This is the
prediction of the local press, which de-

nounces the order as a "return to the
Spanish system" and claims that
the methods of taxation substituted by
Gen, Brooke open the way to easy
evasion by the wealthy.

A GRAND WELCOME HOME.

The Cruiser Raleigh la Cheered f
Thousands ot Newlorkersoa Her
Arrival from Manlla-- A Parade la
the Rain.
New York, April 17. The celebration

attending the return of the United
States cruiser Raleigh from Manila,
which had to be postponed, owing to
the warship's late arrival, occurred
Sunday. The Ruleigh, accompanied by
two small war vessels captured from
the .Spaniards last summer, and a fleet
of about 25 excursion steamers and
tug boats, paraded from Tompkinsville
to Grant's tomb and from there back
to anchorage in the North river off
Thirty-Fourt- h street.

The Raleigh lay at anchor off Tomp-
kinsville all the morning and no espe-
cial excitement attended her presence
there until about 10 o'clock, when sev-
eral steamers arrived from the city, ran
alongside of her and cheered her time
and again. Mrs. Coghian, the wife of
the commander of the cruiser, arrived
a' Tompkinsville between 9 and 10
o'clock, when she took a small boat and
went out to the Raleigh and welcomed
her husband. The citizens' reception
committee visited the Raleigh and
Mayor Van Wyck welcomed the Ra-

leigh to New York and extended the
freedom of the city to the officers and
men.

The cruiser did not leave her anchor-og- e

oft Tompkinsville for the parade up
the bay and the Hudson river until
shortly before noon. An hour before
that time a drizzling rain commenced
to fall, and this soon turned into a
steady downpour which continued the
remainder of the day. The air was
raw and the officers and men of the
Raleigh stood upon the decks three
hours, drenched to the skin and shiver-
ing with the cold. There were very
few people along the river front In the
lower part of the city, owing partly
to the weather and partly to the fact
that the entrances to the piers are gen-
erally closed on Sunday. But great
crowds assembled in Riverside park,
overlooking the Hudson, and men,
women and children stood there for
hours under umbrellas, watching the
vessels on their way up the river.

By far the greatest gathering of peo-
ple was in the vicinity of Grant's tomb,
which was the truning point of the

A national salute was fired
there by the Raleigh and also by the
captured Spanish prizes, and the scene
was rendered n memorable one by the
shrieking of a hundred steam whistles
from excursion boats and locomotives
and cheers from thousands of people
on shore and on the vessels in the
river.

When the Raleigh anchored on her
return trip she was surrounded by a

feet of excursion boats, and as fast ns

these could reach her gangway the men
aboard them climbed aboard the crui-

ser and extended welcome to the off-

icers and men. The warship was un-
comfortably crowded, bnt everybody
received a cordial welcome nnd the
crew took great pride in showing vis-

itors over the ship and in pointing out
the five-in- gun that tired the first
shot in the battle of Manila bay.

RAIDED BY BANDITS.

Cuban Outlaws Do a Land Office BusU
neea In Murder and Robbery.

Havana, April 17. News has been re-

ceived from Mnrianao that 12 or 13

mounted bandits raided the Pinellos
plantation, two miles south of Caimito
nnd ten miles from Havana, and took
$100 In silver from the owner's resi-
dence and afterwards burned the house
of the overseer and a warehouse con-

taining $."),000 worth of tobacco. The
bandits then rode info Caimito, where
they plundered two dwellings and then
went to a third where, n dance was In

progress. A captain, a sergeant and
two Cuban soldiers who were present
5t the dance went out of the house to
see what was the matter and other
persons crowded to the doors and win-

dows. The raiders fired a volley at
close range, killing the captain and
one soldier and one man in the house
nnd wounded the sergeant and another
soldier and two other men who were
Rlso inside the building. The bandits
then galloped away.

Detachments of the Seventh cavalry
nvere sent after the bandits by Gen.
Lee Into the districts they have been
terrorizing. The cavalrymen have Cu-

bans as guides. Four bands of Cuban
soldiers are nlso out In pursuit of the
brigands. The regular cavalry detach-
ments were sent toward Mariel, Punts
Brava, Guayabal and the Toledo plan
tation, where the bandits ore reporter"
to have appeared. These points are
within a district 25 miles square. The
outlaws have proiiably separated, each
going his own way, otherwise their
capture is imminent. Delgado's men
pursued a band which entered Toledo,
but they were unsuccessful, owing to
the fact that the American guard had
strict orders not to let Cuban soldiers
pass In without special authority.
